Director reports county Human 
Resource office in Elba needs 
two additional staff members 


The Coffee County Department 
of Human Resources has released 
its monthly bulletin and in the re- 
port, county director Ronald Smith 
stated that the county needs two ad- 
ditional employees above the num- 
ber allotted by the state. 

"The state office has allocated 
Coffee County a total of 32 work- 
ers in the Department of Human 
Resources," reported Smith, "but I 
think we need a minimum of 34 
workers and | have written a letter 
to Commissioner Andrew Hornsby 
informing him of our needs. Com- 
missioner Hornsby has been very 
helpful to us and we appreciate his 
position since he has to allocate 
Staff in keeping with the funds 
available to him, but I am hopeful 
that he will allow us to at least get 
a food stamp certification worker as 
soon as possible. 

Smith also reported that a new 
member is now on the county board 
as Mike Thompson, of Enterprise, 
replaced Mack Williams, who re- 
signed recently. 

Children's Services super- 
visor Cathie Hansen reported 
that in the month of June her office 
investigated a total of 33 cases of 
child abuse, with the cases includ- 
ing 12 reports of physical abuse, 5 
of sexual abuse and 16 cases of ne- 
glect. 

Open cases during the month in- 
cluded adoptions - 18, foster care - 
54, day care homes - 32, foster 
homes approved - 19, foster homes 
inquiries - 12 and child protective 
services - 98. 

"Since June 10 we have been 
overwhelmed with child abuse/ 
neglect emergencies," reported Han- 
sen. "Many children have required 
foster care placement and between 
June 10 and June 30 we received 
and investigated a total of 33 child 
abuse reports. Five social workers 
carried this huge burden of investi- 
gations, court hearings, paperwork 
and after hours work. These workers 
are to be commended for their excel- 
lent work toward protecting all of 
these children," 

Community Resources and 
Adult Services supervisor 
Glenda Frazier reported that the 

parenting skills classes were discon- 
tinued in June because of the in- 
creasing work load. I assumed re- 
sponsibility for adult and some 
children's services during recent 
weeks and a great need we have in 
Coffee County is for guardians and 


conservators for the elderly and dis- 
abled. The task of locating persons 
willing to do this will be difficult 
and it requires a special kind of per- 
son - one who is willing to give a 
lot of time with very little pay." 

"There is also a need in this 
county for persons willing to give 
time to just visit on a friendly basis 
or telephone an elderly or disabled 
person to check on them," added 
Frazier, "We still have persons in 
Coffee County who are all but iso- 
lated from the community. We are 
in the process of developing more 
community resources for children 
and adults, but we need more volun- 
teers, day care, domiciliary care and 
quality nursing home care for our 
elderly and we need it now." 

Food Stamp supervisor 
Debbie Jones reported that in 
June food stamps were issued to a 
total of 1,153 households, with to- 
tal numbers in the households be- 
ing 2,864. The value of the stamps 
issued amounted to a total of 
$117,153. 

"In June we processed 302 
monthly reports and made 300 case 
changes,” stated Jones. "We also 
underwent an audit during the 
month and received an excellent re- 
port. We had several clients who 
had to repay claims due to their fail- 
ing to report CD's and savings ac- 
counts during the month and food 
stamp computers are now pro- 
grammed to enable us to receive 
data concerning these and other 
types of accounts from the IRS. 

Eligibility and Child Sup- 
port Unit supervisor Dianne 
Parker reported that the month of 
June brought with it some changes 
to the eligibility unit as Dixann 
King transferred back into the unit 
after Renita Marler joined the child 
support unit. The eligibility staff 
attended the SOBRA medicaid train- 
ing at Troy State University in 
June and also attended a program at 
Enterprise State Junior College on 
services they provide that might be 
of interest to clients. 

Total child support collections 
for the month totaled $41,267.03. 
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Area firemen return to school to become state certified 


In a continual effort to have all 
members of area volunteer fire de- 
partments become "State Certified,” 
firefighters from six local depart- 
ments have been attending firefight- 
er certification classes at the Elba 
Fire Department headquarters. 

A total of 21 firefighters repre- 
senting Zion Chapel, Elba, New 
Brockton, Goodman, Ino and Five 
Star volunteer fire departments are 
in the midst of a 160 hour course 
that requires the firefighters to at- 
tend a three hour class, two nights 
per week, 

The course is divided into four 
blocks and those attending have al- 
ready completed the blocks dealing 
with basic firefighting and the prop- 
er use of equipment. The class is 
now taking the "First Responder 
Course" and upon its comple‘ion 
will combine all learned and put it 
into practical use under staged situa- 
tions. 

Elba assistant fire chief Larry 
Goodson reported that while the cer- 
tification will result in a lowering 
of insurance rates, the firefighters 
attending the course have much 
more initiative to attend the course 
other than just helping lower insu- 
rance rates. 

"It is a matter of professional 
pride for every man in this room,” 
stated Goodson, during a short 
break in the class. "Attending this 
class will make every fireman here 
a better firefighter and at the same 
time it will help all departments by

New machinery to save county $130,000 annually 


The recent purchase of a chip 
spreader by the Coffee County 
Highway Department is reported to 
be saving the county over $3,(XX) 
per mile in paving expense and ac- 
cording to County Engineer Mark 
Pool the machine will pay for itsel! 
after only one year of operation. 

"It would cost the county ap- 
proximately $130,000 to hire 4 
contractor to pave the miles ol 
roads we are paving this summer, 
Stated Pool, while inspecting a re- 
cent paving project, "and the ma- 
chine cost only $130,000 to begin 
with, meaning the machine will 
pay for itself the very first year and 
then save the county additional 
money each and every year it is in 
operation." 

Pool stated the highway depart- 
ment was resurfacing an average of 
four miles per day using the ma- 
chine and that the current project 
called for twenty miles of roadway 
to be resurfaced this year. 

"Our plan is to resurface every 
mile of rural roads in Coffee Coun- 
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ty,” added Pool, “and in years to 
come the county should be able to 
accomplish that goal with the 
equipment now owned by the coun- 
ty. 


Pool reported that Hayes Am- 
mons is the foreman on the project 
and that the twenty miles of resur- 
facing took the county only a little 
over a week. 


The board also accepted the res- 
ignation of Mrs. Jewell Padgett as 
an employee at the Elba Elementary 
School cafeteria. Ada Knight was 
transferred to full-time status to re- 
piace Mrs. Padgett, while Jean Har- 
rison was named to replace Knight 
as a parttime cafeteria employee. 

In other action at the special 
meeting, the board: 

***was informed that carpet 
would be installed at the Elba Mid- 
dle School during the Labor Day 
weekend; 

***was told a "Needs Assess- 
ment" team would be appointed to 
report to the board on areas of need 
at the schools;

What is the 
providence of God? 


God is active in our world today. It is unreasonable to think that He 
would create a world such as ours, and then take no interest in it, Paul 
writes, "we know that all things work for good to them that love God, to 
them that are the called according to his purpose” (Rom, 8:28), Since this 
promise must be true, the question is in how God will act 

Many think that the only way that God can act is through miracles (direct 
intervention, above and beyond nature), While the age of miracles has passed 
(see 1 Cor. 13:8-10); James 1:25), God still acts through providence. “Prov 
idence" comes from the Latin providentia, meaning elke " God's provi 
dence is His indirect, non-miraculous support and care of all His creation, 
from its very beginnings through eternity. His providence includes not only 
a general providence over all creation, but also a special providence over His 
children, such as-is demonstrated in the power of prayer. “The effectual fer 
vent prayer of a righteous man availeth much” (ames 5:16). h 

The difference between miracles, casily seen as God's direct intervention, 
and providence, indirect intervention of God, is best shown by comparing 
parallel events. The virgin Mary, even before she and her espoused husband 
came together, was found "with child of the Holy Ghost,” as Isaiah had pro 
phesied (Matt. 1:18-25), Thus God miraculously intervened in history to 
send the Messiah. On the other hand, Hannah, a righteous woman, was bar- 
ren (unable to have children), but prayed to God to send her a son to be dedi- 
cated to His service. God heard her prayer, and when her husband Elkanah 
"knew" her, God "remembered her," and she conceived and bore a son, Sa- 
muel, who served God as a great prophet. Samuel was born by the provi- 
dence of God, The conception of Christ was miraculous, but the conception 
of Samuel was not. God simply worked through the laws of nature, particu 
larly the law of procreation, to bring Samuel to Hannah 

In providence, God works “behind the scenes.” Often.men do not recog 
nize His providential care until much later. In Joseph's life, from being sold 
into slavery, rising in Potiphar's house, going to prison, and rising to be 
next to Pharoah in power, each step was through God's providence, not the 
miraculous. Even Joseph and his family did not realize that the things he 
was going through were so that God's chosen people could be providentially 
preserved. The apostle Paul wrote to Philemon, as he returned the slave 
Onesimus, "perhaps he (Onesimus) therefore departed for a season, that thou 
shouldest receive him forever" (Philemon 15), Paul reocgnized that "per 
haps" this was in God's providence. God continues His providential care for 
His people.

Louisville 
won't roll over and play dead just 
because Elba comes to town, I can 
assure you!" 

"For us to win the ballgame 
we'll have to do better on offense 
and play aggressive on defense," 
said Wood. "Offensively we'll have 
to do better on everything we do 
and try to use more of our offense. 
We only used about thirty percent 
of our plays against Cottonwood, 
so, we'll try to use about thirty per- 
cent more this weck and see how 
we do.

Sew School Clothes 

It's not too later to start sewing 
those back-to-school clothes for 
your youngsters. You could save u 
good bit on your clothing budget 
by doing so. Here are some ups for 
sewing school clothes. 

Pick casy-to-work-with fabrics, 
and patterns that are casy to alter 
and follow, The pattern style should 
have as few seams and details as 
possible, Raglan sleeves are quicker 
than set-in-sleeves. Clothes with- 
out waistlines may fit longer and 
will save you sewing time. 

Your pattern envelope will list 
what fabrics can be used with the 
pattern, Follow the guidelines. 

When choosing fabric, check the 
end of the bolt to be sure it’s ma 
chine washable and dryable, and that 
it doesn't need ironing. Usually, 
cotton/polyester blends are a good 
buy since they're comfortable and 
casily cared for. 

Cotton is usually most comfort 
able for children, Early fall wall 
still be hot, so pick lightweight 
fabrics that can be layered during 
cooler months, 

Don't hand stitch anything you 


can do my machine anc don't baste 
when you can pin. Leave off details 
that don't really add to the look of 
the garment. 

Teen Nutrition

The Alabama Department of In- 
dustrial Relations has released its 
monthly labor market news for the 
month of July and the report re- 
vealed that the unemployment rate 
in Coffee County in July remained 
unchanged at 6.4 percent.

Gov. Hunt forms task force to 
study elderly abuse in Alabama 


Calling the abuse, neglect and 
exploitation of older Alabamians a 
problem most people would rather 
not think about, Gov. Guy Hunt 
has announced the formation of a 
special task force to address the 
problem. 

"Each year, more and more older 
Alabamians are the victims of 
physical abuse, neglect and finan- 
cial exploitation,” said Gov. Hunt, 
"and in many cases these helpless 
old people are the victims of their 
own family members. A special 
task force on elder abuse, chaired by 
Dr. Oscar Tucker of the Alabama 
Commission on Aging and also 
consisting of Andrew Hornsby of 
the Department of Human Resourc- 
es and Mike Horsley of the Alaba- 
ma Medicaid Agency.” 

The Alabama Department of Hu- 
man Resources received more than 
5,200 reports of suspected adult 
abuse last year, a whopping 24 per- 
cent increase over the previous year. 
In 1976, the first year Human Re- 
sources began keeping records on 
adult abuse, the agency received 
only about 500 reports. 

Adult abuse can take several 
forms, including physical abuse, 
neglect and financial exploitation. 
The theft of Social Security or pra- 


sion checks, often by family mem- 
bers, is one of the most common 
types of elder abuse. 

"For a number of reasons, the 
elderly rarely call the authorities,” 
stated Gov. Hunt. "Some are pro- 
tecling their grown children, who 
tragically, are the most common 
abusers of elderly or handicapped 
adults.” 

Elderly adults are also poorly in- 
formed about services available to 
help abuse victims and their fami- 
lies. For instance, many elderly 
adults think they might be taken 
from their homes against their will 
and placed in a nursing home. 

The Department of Human Re- 
sources and other state agencies of- 
fer a variety of services to help 
abuse victims. These services range 
from emergency shelter care to re- 
move adults from dangerous situa- 
tions to services aimed at providing 
support and assistance to caretakers 
of the elderly.
